with the Taotai is to be ignored to 
please the well-known desire of the 
Manchus—the prosecutor in this case 
ig the Manchu Governor of the pro- 
vinee-—to stifle free thought and free 
specch. It will be remembered that 
it is barely a year since the Diplo- 
matic Body laid it down that no 
accused person should be given up 
to the Chinese authorities from the 
Settlement without a_ preliminary 
trial by a Mixed Court. ‘The Coun- 
cil will, we trust, lose no time in 
reminding the Diplomatic Body of| 
this; and if this fails, stronger mea- 
sures must be take to vindicate 
the rights of the community in this 
Settlement.

Tue Consular Body here and the

of the accused have confessed to the 
writing of seditious pamphlets, and 
seem almost anvious to 
martyrs; and a third is acknowled_ed 
to have no connection with the 
“Supao” whatever, but to be want- 
ed in connection with a childish and 
abortive attempt at insurrection in 
Hankow three years ago. The Taotai 
is now being urged to ignore his own 
agreement by the Yangtze Viceroys 
and Governor En Shou; and it is 
suggested that he is in danger of 
losing his post and his rank if he 
does not succeed in getting hold 
of the accused. 

This seems to us entirely_beside 
the question, When a Chinese 
civilian falls into the clutches of Chi- 
nese justice, and is treated with what 
seems to us gross injustice, we are 
told: “Well, after all, he is a 
Chinaman and must take the 
consequences.” What is sauce for 
the goose is sauce for the gander; 
and the Taotai must grin and bear it 
if his superiors can cashier him for 
failing to get the Consular Body to 
rescind a stipulation to which ho 
gave his willing consent. 

We have been assured that the 
Consular Body will stand to the 
agreement with the Taotai. What 
is to bo done? It will be grossly 
unfair to the accused, and intolerable 
tothe community to hand the accused 
over without the preliminary trial 
before a foreign assessor to which 
every Chinese charged with a crime 
in this Settlement has a right; and 








still more intolerable to hand them! 


over for trial and punishment outside 
the Settlement after the special 
agreement made in their case. 
our home governments and the 
diplomatic body, with a wenkness at 
which we can hardly pretend to be 
surprised, determine, and so instruct 
the Consular Body, that the agr 
ment they made with the Taotai is 
ultra vires, the only thing to be done 
is to start all over again, let the 
accused free, putting them back in 
the position they were in when the 
agreement was made, and let the 
whole process of arrest be gone 
through again. It will be an inde- 
lible stain on the whole foreign com- 
munity here, Consular Body 2nd all, 
if the accused are arrested on certain 
stipulations which guarantee their 
being justly treated, and are then 
turned over with no safeguards to the 
tender mercies of Chinese justice, 
to please certain high officials who 
have their own axes to grind, and to 
whom the lives of a handful of their 
fellow-countrymen are of no more 
importance than the lives of so many 
sparrows. All extradition treaties 
hedge the accused round with safe- 
guards before they are allowed to be

Mr. Chawberlain’s speech, which was de- 
clared to commit no one but himself, and 
to mere opening of a question for 
consideration by the country, Was regard~ 
ed in the Colonies as a_ declaration of 
Government — poli ‘That confirmed 
their expressed opiniony of the danger 
of the course which Mr. Chamberlain had 
taken, and Sir Henry moved the adjourn- 
ment of the House to call attention to 
the matter.

It is on tho extreme south-eas- 
tern froutier of that province, closely bor- 
dering the district of Tsuhsthsien, Yun- 
anglu prefecture, Hupeh province, on 
tho east, and Taninghsion district, K'nei- 
choufu pretecture, Szechuan province, on 
the South. An anti-Christian rising in 
Pinglihsien would thereforo possibly aifect 
land causo unrest not only in that portion 
of Shensi province, but also the frontier 
districts of the two provinces of Hupelt 
and Szechuan.

THE 
MONROE DOCTRINE. 


i 





At the closing exercises of the Nan- 
yang College which were held on the 
3th instant, the following essay, was 
read by Mr. Chang Tsai-ching of the 
graduating class of the Preparatory De- 
partueat. The readers of “The North- 
China Daily News,” it is thought, will be 
greatly interested in seeing the stand- 
point from which an intelligent and wide- 
awake Chinese student regards one of 
the leading questions of the age: 

‘The Monroe Doctrine was enunciated 
in 1823, when the chief European Pow 
scomed disposed to extend their system 
of repression to the American continent 
but it exerts at the present time lasting 
as well us broad influence upon the for- 
cign policy of the United Stato. After 
the rarthrow of Napoleon at Waterloo 
in 1815, there was formed the Holy 
Alliance, whose object soon came to meait 
interference in any country threatened 
by revolution, and its suppression by 
appeal to force if necessary. Backed up 
by the Czar Alexander I and the Austrian 
statesman Metternich, it gained the un- 
nimous approbation’ of the great con- 
{inental Powers excepting England and 
France. But France soon became an 
advocate, and England was solely recal- 
citrant. Conferences were held at fre- 
ghent intervals to meet and discuss the 
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ways of carrying out this policy of the 
allies. As a result, crowning triumphs 
followed each other in rapid succession. 
‘Absolutism was restored in the person of 
Ferdinand of Naples. In Spain the con- 
atitutional government was replaced by 
au odiously’ illiberal monarchy. With 
this omnipresent power in Europe, it was 
feared that the system might be extended 
to some other parts of the world. This 
apprehension, though only resting on 
vague grounds, was destined to find its 
realisation in the affairs concerning the 
Spanish colonies in South Amerie: 

By a series of successful revolutions, 
the Spanish American colonies had gained 
independence from the mother country, 
which was then immersed in the Napole- 
onie wars; but they were not yet recog. 
nised by other Powers besides the United 
States. Spain, being herself completely 
led, apnealed to the Holy Alliance 
for aid in reclaiming her lost colonies. 
While the French intervention in Spain 
was well under way, projects were prob- 
red by the Holy Alliance of 
revence in the South | American 
affairs. This invitation on the part of 
Spain scomed to facilitate the way for 
the accomplishment of those designs, 
J were likely to bring about serious 
consequences. ‘The situation becoming 
very critical and not reassuring, opposi- 
tion was destined to come from England 
and the United States, the two Powers 
whose suspicion of the Holy Alliance 
would soon turn into hostility. After 
1815, England had hitherto always main- 
tained the attitude of neutrality in 
European. polities, but considering the 
critical situation of the ease, she could 
no longer assnme the air of indifference. 
Por, if England's professions of sympathy 
with liberty and independence were not 
ardent, her own interests, now at, stake, 
vould ‘constitute a sufficient motive for 
her vigorous policy.  Russia’s advance 
on. the northwestern coast of | North 
‘America would doubtless disturb the 
Dalance of power to the disadvantage of 
the British Empire. France, reverting 
to the ideas of her ambitious sovereigns, 
was probably intriguing to set up 
colonial empire in the West. Prussia and 
Austria would not take part in the war 
without territorial compensations. There- 
fore, if the continental Powers should be 
permitted to interfere in South America, 
Und. succeed in this undertaking, they 
trould possibly secure recompense for 
their services to Spain and appropriate 
some of her colonies—a condition which 
Tngland could never tolerate. It was 
for this purpose that Canning called on 
the New World, as his immortal phrase 
reads, to redress the balance of the Old, 
‘Apart from the question of politics and 

Fin the commercial point of view, Eng- 
nd was not without ample cause for 
her concern, She had made commereial 
treaties with the revolted colonies, 
established a profitable trade, and secured 
many rights and privileges. ‘The recovers 
of these little republics by Spain or their 
appropriation by the continental Powers 
wonld lead to results very threatening to 
British commercial interests, to which in 
part her prosperity and welfare are due. 
Klarmed at these possibilities, Canning, 
the then British foreign minister, refused 
to join in the Congress of the Holy 
‘Alliance, but instend he suggested to 
the Tnited States, through her envoy at 
Yondon, Mr. Richard Rush, that the 
tro countries should make a joint protest 
against possible intervention in South 
America. 

None the less was the affair momentous 
to the United States; on the contrary
